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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


Receipts from general revenue continue to show a drop in the rate of in- 
crease. 

From July, 1979, through January, 1980, (the first seven months of the 1979- 
80 fiscal year), general revenue increased 12.47 percent, compared to an increase 
of 16.18 percent during the comparable period of the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

Receipts from general revenue during the current seven-month fiscal period 
ending Jan. 31, 1980, totaled $933,190,251. The total represented a gain of 
$103,494,796 over receipts collected during the comparable period of the 1978-79 
fiscal year. 

The decline in the rate of increase in general revenue receipts began in 
November, 1979. It has continued despite inflationary pressures in Missouri’s 
economy which previously pushed up the rate of increase to new and higher levels 
each month. 

Of the various categories of general revenue during the new reporting period, 
receipts from corporate income taxes showed the highest gain, 22.30 percent, on 
collections totaling $64,340,323. 

Individual income taxes totaled $328,663,989 for a gain of 15.25 percent. 

Sales tax receipts were up 6.92 percent and totaled $433,110,764. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes were $15,806,469, up 0.44 percent.
